The closest prior art of record, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259), in the same field of 
endeavor, fails to disclose a CDMA user device wherein a buffer is configured to buffer 
packet data associated with a logical channel having an associated priority, receiving a 
signal with an uplink resource allocation and transmitting packet data over wireless 
channel in response to the uplink resource allocation, as in Claim 46.
